WASHINGTON, May 9.—A move 
to put the stock exchanges under 
the Federal Trade Commission 
gained headway in the Senate to- 
day despite word from President 
Roosevelt that he would not object 
to the creation of a separate com- 
- mission. } 
Administration leaders conceded 
that the amendment offered by 
Senator Costigan (Dem.), Colorado, 
to restore the Trade Commission 
as the regulatory body had more 
chance of adoption than any other 
of the 40 proposed changes, but in- 
sisted it was likely fo be defeated: 
The President's Senate advisers 
were not greatly concerned, how- 
ever, whether the Senate decided to 
* yest authority in the commission or 
in a separate body, as proposed by 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, and 
—— by the Banking Commit- 
ee. 
President Roosevelt originally fa- 
vored the Trade Commission plan, 
they said, but recently informed 
them he had no objection to the 
separate commission if he was not 
restricted in selecting its members. 
The Senate today rejected an 
amendment to prohibit marginal 
trading through brokers. The 
amendment, offered by Senator 
Bulkley (Dem.), Ohio, was defeated 
48 to 30. Bulkley contended that 
marginal trading encouraged gam- 
bling with other people’s money and 
was the only important means of 
gambling on credit. 


_ Proposals Defeated. 


Conservative Republican efforts 
to modify the Stock Exchange con- 
trol bill were defeated by decisive 
majorities yesterday. 

An amendment intended to re- 
strict to a specified list of items the 
financial information that corpora- 
tions would be required to report 
was rejected 17 to 50. Another to 
reduce from $10,000 to $500 the pen- 
alty for violations in cases involv- 
ing no intent to defraud was beat- 
en 27 to 44. 

Both changes were requested by 
Steiwer of Oregon, who through- 
out the day led the Republican 
drive for modification of the mea- 
sure, charging that as it stood it 
would impede economic recovery. 

Defeat of the first amendment 
left authority that corporations file 
with it such information as that 
body “may deem necessary or ap- 
propriate for the protection vf in- 
vestors.” 

It was against this authorization 
that the conservative drive was 
aimed primarily, on a contention 
that the uncertainty of what might 
be expected would cause business 
to retrench, not expand. , 


Clark for Limiting Authority. 


Responsible business men, Steiwer 
contended, would not take the risk 
of throwing themselves open to 
such liabilities, 

Both’ roll call votes found the 
conservative Republican group vot- 
ing as a unit. That on reduction 
of penalties found them aided by a 
small group of Democrats, includ- 
ing Bailey, North Carolina; Bach- 
man, Tennessee; Byrd, Virginia; 
Murphy, Iowa, and Reynolds, North 
Carolina. On the issue of remov- 
ing the blanket authority, the con- 
servatives received a single Demo- 
cratic vote, that of Clark of Mis- 
souri, 

On the other hand, both ballots 
saw independent Republicans ¢rom 
the Northwestern states joining 
the Democratic leadership in oppo- 
sition to modification of the meas- 
ure.

TWO MINERS KILLED 
12 SHOT IN ALABAMA 


Guardsmen Patrol Birmingham 
_ Area After Strikers Clash 
With Officers. 


By the Associated Press. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala. May 9%.— 
Two Negroes were killed, 12 per- 
sons were shot and many more 
were thought to have been hurt in 
skirmishes between officers and 
striking iron ore miners last night. 
Exchanges of fire were reported 
from several vicinities on the south- 
ern end of Red Mountain, as Jeffer- 
son County officers and private po- 
lice patrolled the area. National 
guardsmen of the 167th Infantry 
were rushed to the district after 
Sheriff James Hawking had report- 
ed to Gov. Miller at Montgomery 
that the situation was beyond his 
control.

The only thing I can 
do is plead guilty.” 
Confession Read Over Protests. 
A confession which Hedger made 
subsequently was read to the jury 
yesterday over the protest of his

{and obtained the 15-page statement 


under duress. 

In it, Hedger admitted that he 
and Harry Jerrold, who has ob- 
tained a severance and is to be tried 
later, went to the beer flat on the 
night of Feb. 12, 1932, to hold up 
the men there, and that he shot 
Schlueter and Pollman when they 
resisted. Hedger is being tried for 
the murder of Schlueter. 

With the jury excluded, Hedger 
was called to the stand to testify to 
circumstances under which he 
made the statement. He said De- 
tective Lieut. Leonard Murphy and 
another policeman had beaten him 
with a club, and exhibited two 
lumps on his head which, he said, 
have remained since he was beaten.

Hedger, who was examined by 
alienists at the City Sanitarium be- 
fore the trial, spoke indistinctly, 
and in disconnected phrases.

Asked to Set Aside Sale. 

The dispute centers over what 
distribution shall be made of the 
stock in the new corporation which 
is allotted to stockholders, mana-

E. Hart, attorney, has asked the 
Circuit Court to set aside the fore 
closure sale and remove the bond- 
holders’ committee formed by the 
First National Co. and the Conti- 
nental Illinois Co. of Chicago, which 
sold the bonds to investors in 1927. 
Hart asks the court to appoint a 
new committee to prepare a plan 
of reorganization which will be 
“fair to all parties.” 

In this action Hart appears nom- 
inally as attorney for two bond- 
holders, one of whom is his brother, 
but his other efforts in the case 
have been directed toward salvag- 
ing a larger equity than provided 
in the reorganization plan for pre- 
ferred stockholders. . 

The preferred stock issue of

sioner Harry Scullin; former Mayor 
Kiel and his partner in construc- 
tion of the hotel, Bert Boaz; W. 
Frank Carter and John 8S. Leahy, 
attorneys, and M. E. Singleton, cap- 
italist. This stock, Hart says, was 
offered privately by the owners of 
the hotel, and was not sold through 
investment houses.

ALBANY, W, Y., May 9. — How

. Wallace E. Pierce, who was the 
agent for the Associated, testified 
that Thayer refused to sell the con- 
trolling interest in the Chasm Pow- 
er Co. unless he was either re 
tained for five years as its general 
manager or remunerated for the 
salary he would have earned. 

Paul McCauley, conducting the

relations with Associated, asserted 
that there was nothing. in the con- 
tract for sale of the company pro- 
viding for such continued employ- 
ment. 

The inquiry into Thayer's official 
conduct was prompted by disclos- 
ure before the- Federal. Trade Com- 
mission that Thayer had corre 
sponded with the Associated in 1927 
and 1928 when he was head of the 
Senate’s committee on public util- 
ity legisiation. One of the Thayer 
letters to the Associated referred 
to bills killed in his committee and 
asked if bis services had been sat- 
isfactory. , 

Pierce, a Plattsburgh attorney, 
said he bought the Chasm Com- 
pany on Jan. 17, 1925, paying Thay- 
er $87,500 for 500 of the 780 shares 
of stock which Thayer and his as- 
sociates owned- He did not dis- 
close that he*represented the As- 
sociated, Pierce said, adding that 
this information did not “get 
around” until the following April. 

Previously Pierce said Thayer re- 
fused to sell unless kept as general 
manager for five years at $4000 a 
year, except that if he were not so 
employed he should be paid $10,000 
in addition to the purchase price. 
Pierce testified that Thayer re-

WASHINGTON, May 2—<A Bouse 
Education subcommittee approved 
a bill yesterday to permit grade 
and high schools in financial diffi- 
culties to draw on a $75,000,000 Fed- 
eral fund to keep open next year. 
The Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion would administer the fund 
with the advice of the Office of 
Education. Private non-tuition 
schools would be eligible to apply 
for aid, but no schools above the 
high school rating would be eligi- 

The measure provides there shal 
be no Federal control of education 
in states. Allocations 
made “on the basis of need . .. in 
such a manner as will assist in the 
maintenance of schools of less than 
college grade on a basis as satis- 
factory as possible.” . 

Representative Douglass (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, who introduced the 
bill, said: “I think that this is the 
best present solution of the crisis of 
education, and we are hopeful it 
will have the approval of the White 
House.” 

Douglass said the bill was draft-

NAZIS DECIDE TO ALLOW 
"PAPERS A FREER WAND

BERLIN, May 9.—Nazi restric- 
tions on the German press were 
modified yesterday by Dr. Joseph 
Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda 
and Public Enlightenment.

The President’s act terminated 
negotiations for a plan of sugar 
control which started last fall when 
representatives of various sugar in- 
terests drew up a marketing and 
stabilization agreement. This was 
subsequently rejected by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. 

In addition to including sugar as 
a basic commodity, the new law pro- 
vides for benefit payments to grow- 
ers for decreased production, 
through the processing tax limited 
to the amount of tariff reduction. 

Production quotas for continental 
United States are fixed at 1,500,000 
tons annually for beet sugar grow- 
ers and 260,000 tons for Louisiana 
and Florida cane producers. 

Production in Cuba, Hawaii, Puer- 
to Rico, the Philippines and the 
Virgin Islands will be regulated by 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
through limitation of imports based 
on the average production in those 
areas for any three years between 
1925 and 1933. 

Authority Over Contracts. 

The Agriculture Secretary is em- 
powered to adjudicate contract 
disputes between growers and pro- 
cessors. He is authorized to pro-

HOUSE REPORT ON HANDLING

Chairman Hopes to Have Survey 
of Customs in Three Courts 
Ready Next Tuesday.

EXTENDED TO FEB.

“It is true,” Reid asserted, “the 
President and NRA Administrator 
have declared that such a waiver 
would not result from such mere 
submission or assent, but what they 
have said, of course, is not binding 
upon the courts and, therefore, if 
all parties concerned agree, as they 
did finally, that there was no in- 
tention or desire to hamper or re 
strict the freedom of the press, 
publishers could not uaderstand 
why there had been such strenuous 
objection to its inclusion in the 
code.” " 

Indirect Censorship. 

Saying that censorship is only 
one of many ways in which the 
freedom of the press might be re- 
stricted, the speaker outlined a few, 
among them: 

“Governmental price-fixing of 
raw materials entering into produc- 
tion; governmental control of com- 
munications, cable, telegraph, tele- 
phone, transportation; demands to 
make expenditures which are not 
economically desirable or possible; 
laws so burdensome as to limit ac- 
tivities of newspapers and regula- 
tions restricting or discouraging ad- 
vertising.”

Contrary to general belief, the 
Federal Trade Commission tight- 
ened rather than loosened the Gov- 
ernment’s hold on fly-by-night pro- 
moters. 

Small mining companies were 
exempted under the changes from 
some of the accounting regula- 
tions and liabilities. But under 
cover of this gesture, new and 
stricter checks: were placed on the 
method of stock issuance and cor- 
porate set-up. 

The wily revision is the work of 
Jim Landis, duthor of the act and 
Roosevelt spokesmen on the Trade 
Commission. 

Landis considers the new regula- 
tions another step toward the ad-

JEFFERSON GITY, May 9.—Gov. 
Park today said he was confident 
voters of Missouri would approve 
the proposed state bond issue of 
$10,000,000 for rehabilitating, mod- 
ernizing and enlarging state elee- 
mosynary and penal institutions. A 
special election will be held next 
Tuesday. 

“Reports received from over the 
state indicate sentiment for the 
bonds is increasing as the people 
are informed of the extremely low 
cost, in taxes, of the proposed im- 
provements, and of the great need 
for them,” he said. 

Only a bare majority of the votes 
cast is necessary to authorize is- 
suance of the bonds. 

“This bond issue is the greatest 
humanitarian movement ever un- 
dertaken in Missouri,’ Gov. Park 
said. “There is no doubt in my: 
mind that when the people are ful- 
ly advised of the situation they wilL 
not hesitate to vote in favor of this 
bond issue.” 

$3,400,000 PWA Grant. 

The proposed issue is the basis of 
a program of about $13,400,000 for 
fireproofing, repairing and recon- 
structing existing buildings, and 
construction of additional buildings 
to relieve overcrowding; in the sev- 
pen eleemosynary and five penal in- 
pstitutions. Hf the bonds are ap- 
proved, the state expects to receive 
an outright grant of about $3,400,- 
000 in Federal Public Works Ad- 
ministration funds, representing 30 
per cent of the cost of material and 
labor.

They are good people. They have 
sensible ideas.

Yet nine out of 
10 of them would fail. Why? 

BECAUSE THEY DON’T KNOW 
HOW TO FIT THEIR JOBS TO 
THE TEMPO OR SPIRIT OF 1934. 
They can do what is needed, “if you 
give them time to think about it.” 
They can turn out a satisfactory 
job, “if you let them do it in their 
own way.” BUT THEY GO TO 
PIECES IF THEY’RE HURRIED 
OR WORRIED, IF THEY’RE 
FORCED TO WORK UNDER 
MASS PRESSURE, MASS SPEED. 

In other words, the majority of 
people today are being taught to 
work by the conditions of 1884 
rather than the conditions of 1934. 
They are being taught to work by 
the rules of a world in which the 
machine age was barely dawning: 
in which there were comparatively 
few people; in which our “modern 
high-pressure business methods” 
were unknown; in which there was 
little conflict or competition and a 
worker could “do things in his own 
way and take his time about them.” 

Workers (and bosses as well) 
had 12 hour days in 1884, as against 
our eight or six-hour days, BUT 
THEY WERE LEISURELY 
HOURS. And the pace was adapt- 
ed to the HUMAN MACHINE OF 
FLESH BONE, not to some 
fierce, swift, nerveless STEEL 
MECHANISM. 

Fifty years have passed and, if 
one reckons by changes, the world 
has whirled ahead 500 years. But 
our youngsters are still being 
taught to work by the tempo of 
1884. Why? 

BECAUSE .THE PEOPLE BE- 
HIND THE EDUCATIONAL SYS- 
TEM ARE, FOR THE MOST 
PART, STILL LIVING IN THAT 
LEISURELY INDIVIDUALISTIC 
WORLD OF 1884. THE MACHINE 
AGE HAS NOT AS YET INVADED 
THE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

Educators still exist in a place 
apart. They work hard; but they 
work at their own pace and under 
specialized conditions. They have 
long vacations. .They have unique 
protections and privileges. They 
know little or nothing of the ruth- 
less speed and pressureswhich other 
workers must face. And so they 
seldom prepare their pupils to face 
such speed or pressure. . 

Our schools (private, parochial 
or public) give excellent instruction 
in technique. They perform splen- 
did service. But much of that ex- 
cellent instruction and _ splendid 
service is wasted. It is wasted be- 
cause the instructors do not teach 
the one essential thing—THEY DO 
NOT TEACH THE CHILD HOW 
TO SNAP INTO IT. They do not 
teach this to the child because few 
of them know how to snap into it, 
themselves! 

This is not an attack on our 
school system. Nor is it a eulogy 
_ of our present speed age. Person- 
' ally, I consider our speed age an 
abomination. But until we have 
something better children must 
_ live in it; must learn how to work 

in it. And the schools should teach 
them.

land, the young man who chooses 
to be known as Bing Crosby has a 
considerable feather in his cap. His 
unique performance consists in be- 
ing the only radio personality who 
has made good in pictures in a big 
way. There are added features, 
such as the present willingness 
among his own sex to forgive him 
for being a crooner, but the maiu 
attraction is the invidious distinc- 
tion of a successful leap from the 
air to the screen. 

Shortly after radio became a 
really big-time part of the amuse- 
ment world—or, if you like, short- 
ly after the appearance of sound 
made the thing mechanically pos- 
sible—Hollywood started trying to 
cash in on radio names by starring 
their possessors in made-to-measure 
vehicles. Among those who re- 
ceived the dignity of debuts in full- 
length features were Amos and 
Andy, Seth Parker and Kate Smith. 
Countless others have been trie 
out in short subjects, are, for that 
matter, still being tried out—and a 
full-length Joe Penner feature is 
expected shortly, so that the proc- 
ess is going on full blast. But it is 
not very encouraging.

For one thing, he is prac- 
tically the only survivor of what 
used to be painfully known as the 
“collegiate” type. _Whether he is 
playing a radio-crooner or a sailor 
or an instructor in a girls’ school, 
he still remains an unblushing ex- 
ponent of the wide pants, sweaters, 
saxophones and snappy roadsters 
which rightly belong back in the 
period when Buddy Rogers was 
something to write home about. 
The type must have some funda- 
mental appeal, else Mr. Crosby’s 
perfection in this kind would have 
gunk him without a trace. The 
prevalent feminine verdict is still 
that he is definitely cute, while the 
masculine part of the audience 


seems not to mind him at all— 
which distributes positive and neg- 
ative reactions in exactly the right 
places. 

Perhaps # is his uncompro- 
mising masculinit* and obvious 
inability to overplay anything 
that make him so innocuous to his 
own sex.

Raw Okra Salad—Wash the pods 
and scrape off any black there 
may be on the ribs. Cut in thin 
slices and serve with French dress- 
ing. This makes a nice crisp salad, 
rather unusual in this of the 
country.

Southern Okra Gumbo—Anybody 
who can make a good tomato soup 
with meat stock can turn it into a 
good gumbo or okra soup, by add- 
ing a cup of chopped or sliced okra 
with two or three tomatoes and 
thickened with rice. 

2* kinds of meats and even 
crabs are used in the making 
Southern gumbo soups. — 

Hoe Cake—This is very simple to 
make, but must be mixed lightly 
and browned just right. One pint 
of white corn meal, one-half tea- 
spoon salt and enough milk to 
thin so that it may be rolled into 
pones. 

Auburn Molasses Cookies—To 
one cupful of lard and butter, 
mixed and melted, allow two cups 
molasses, two teaspoonfuls soda 
dissolved in two tablespoons boil- 
ing water. Beat into the molasses 
until it foams the soda, two eggs, a 
pinch of salt, a tablespoon of gin- 
ger and teaspoon of cinnamon. Add 
flour enough to make a very soft 
dough and let stand for an hour 
before rolling out. Cut into eookies 
a half-inch thick and bake in a 
rather hot oven until a rich brown. 

Fried Tomatoes, Virginia Style—- 
Select medium-sized tomatoes, not 
too ripe. With a sharp knife re- 
move thin slice at top and bottom, 
then cut tomato into two thick 
slices. Pilace.on paper and cover 
each slice with crumbs, a very little 
sugar, salt and cayenne pepper, 
then dot over with bits of butter; 
next place in a frying pan which 
contains hot drippings Fry on top 
of the oven until , then put in to 
bake a few minutes. Serve very 
hot.

It is true that American eti- 
quette has always decreed that «a 
gentleman, walking with a lady, 
walks on the curb side of the 
pavement, the intention being that 
he could protect her from a run- 
away horse or splashing wagon 
wheels. But horses are growing 
rare and streets have few mud holes

A boy would, however, better 
keep on the curb side, and when 
walking with two girls, avoid walk- 
ing between them—although both 
these rules are becoming each year 
less important. 


When your son is walking with. 


a girl and the girl bows to some- 
one he does not know, his gesture 
of slightly lifting and then pulling 
his cap down again is quite right.

—Edward M. East, biologist of 
Harvard estimates that there are 
* at least two million feeble-minded 
persons in the United States in need 
of care in public institutions. Accord- 
ing to the “Eugenics Catechism” of 
the American Eugenics Society, there 
are 79,000 persons in alms houses 
(doubtless mostly mentally defective) 
and nearly three hundred thousands in 
hospitals for the insane. Other esti- 
mates indicate between twelve and 
twenty thousand epileptics. In contrast 
to this array of nearly two and a half 
million defectives there are just about 
three quarters of a million students in 
our colleges and universities. 


—Dr. Raymond Pearl, biologist of 
Johns Hopkins, and editor of 

" “Human Biology,” shows in that 
Journal that during the five-year period 
1923-1929, nearly six million persons 
died in that portion of the United 
States in which deaths are recorded. 
Of these 34,676 were males aged above 
ninety, and 54,363 were females aged 
above ninety. Obviously, there were 
approximately 40 per cent more women 
living at that age than men. After 
pointing out that “longevity behaves 
as an inherited character,” and is due 
to a superior “organic or biological 
constitution,” Dr. Pearl says, “These
